G. E. Milnes, Editor of Record-Her- 
ald. 

Dear Sir: I am addressing you 
in the capacity of a property owner 
and one who is actively interested 
in the commercial affairs of our 
city. 

I am concerned that so Many com- 
munications are being published in, 
your columns for and against the 
bond proposition and the charter and 
so féw on the water question. 

In my opinion it. would be folly 
to incur any indebtedness for ‘bonds 
or consider any new projects unless 
we join the water district and at 
least have the same assurance that 
our other neighbors would have on 
the question of the future supply of 
water. 

It is my belief that no greater 
question has as yet been: put before 
the voters of Richmond than the 
proposition to join with the other 
East Bay cities in the Water district. 
Richmond can never hope to develop 
its own water supply, as such a 
‘proposition is too large and can only 
ibe solved by joining hands with ad- 
joining cities. 

It is not known. what the water 
district will accomplish, but it is 
safe to assume it will find some so- 
lution of the water probiem. If we 
are a part of the district, we can 
expand to the same extent as do the 
other cities comprising the district. 
If, however, we elect not to join the 

istrict, it is my firm opinion that 
Richmond will cease to grow. 

There is no- doubt in my mind but 
what Richmond can always secure 
the amount of water being consumed 
at present, but the cost of same will, 
of course, be whatever the district 
It is the additional 
amount needed for new industries 
and additional” population that I-am 
concerned about. No power could 
give us such additional amount ex- 
cept the water district, and I cannot 
conceive of Oakland. (a live~ city)

SAN FRANCISCO,. Nov. 3.—-Depor- 
tation action against more than fifty 
of the alien witnesses looms in fed- 
eral circles as a result of the com- 
Plete ¢xoneration of Frederick N. 
Littleton, former U. S. naturalization 
examiner, after his ten weeks’ trial 
in federal court. 

In view. of his exoneration of 
fraudin what the government con- 
sidered its thirty-three strongest 
charges, Littleton's trial on the re- 
maining five bribery indictments is 
not considered likely, though final 
dicision will not be made, United 
States Attorney John T. Williams 
intimated yesterday, until he has first 
consulted with naturalization officials 
here and in Washington, D. € 

AS a result of Littleton’s acquit- 
tal more than a score of witnesses 
who testified. that they paid 
to secure fraudulent naturalization 
papers are themselves now in pros- 
pect of being put to trial on like 
charges.

Securing federal aid for the main- 
tenance and increased assistance for 
the construction of. highways across 
unappropriated public lands. 

The. elimination of the more dan- 
gerous ratlroad grade crossings. 


The extension of the association's 
public safety movement to al! north- 
ern and central Californta. 


An expansion calling for the open- 
ing of twelve additiona! district of- 
fices. 


“The highway system as it stands 
today should be completed,” Clayton 
said, “and it should be done in the 
order Of its designation, due regard- 


‘being taken for the mandate of the 


constitution ‘as it was amended when 
the 1919 bond issue was voted. It 
will take a large sum of money to 
do the work and before recommend- 
ing a bond issue or other plan of 
taxation, it ts imperative’ that we 
profit by the-pAst.and have a busi- 
ness-like plan to present to the pub- 
lic:”

Clayton declared that the highways | 


should be butit from'the ground up, 
with adequate grddes now which will 
provide immediately a serviceable 
system of roads and lay the founda- 
tion for paved highways in the future 
as traffic warrants them.

The Richmond Iudustrial Commis- 
sion and Commercial club for the 
last two years at various meetings 
has given consideration to the water 
problem and has always put forward 
the necessity of a great stpply if 
Richmond and other communities are 
to get a maximum growth.

The 
strong addresses ‘by city officials and 
other citizens and at the latest meet- 
ing of this commercial show how 
those who study the problems of 
Richmond’s advancement think on 
this matter.: The statement on the 
subject follows: 

“It seems nothing but a matter of 
wisdom for the voters to cast their 
ballots Tuesday in favor of making 
Richmond a part of the East Bay 
Water District: 


“Now that the district has been 
formed and will proteed to function 
our city would be in a position of 
unsafe isolation ‘should it not be @ 
mefhber and have something to’ say 
about the securing of the most a@- 
vantageous supply and of the genera} 
business of the district.
